BERNARD, ST. CHARLES, ST. HELENA, ST. JAMES,  ST. JOHN, ST. LANDRY, ST. MARTIN, ST. MARY, ST. TAMMANY, TANGIPAHOA, TERREBONNE, VERMILION, WASHINGTON, WEST BATON ROUGE and WEST FELICIANA parishes. State offices in all other parishes will be open.
